T/ie Airport's Future 


At long last, scheduled airline servic* 


for the Fox Cities is a reality. North Cen- 
tral Airline has announced that its planes 
will begin landing at the OuUgamie county 
airport. July 1. 


The fight to bring air service to this 


community has been a long, hard and 
sometimes bitter struggle. Victory was 
finally achieved only when the leaders of 
all groups concerned — the chamber of 
commerce, city and county officials, the 
community's leading industrial and com- 
mercial firms — dedicated themselves to 
achieve it. in the old phrase, "come hell or 
high water." In the past few years these 
people have displayed a fierce determina- 
tion to bring the Fox Cities the kind of air 
service they deserve: we are sure that had 
it not been for that determination we would 
gtill be without the service. 


As we congratulate ourselves on this 


Tictory. however, it is important to remem- 
ber that the taak of bringing the Fox Cities 
modern air service, and the facilities to 
handle that service, is only half accom- 
plished. We are now up against the ques- 
tion of whether this community is ready 
to provide the kind of an airport to handle 
not only ihe traffic that will commence with 
the inauguration of commercial service 
July 1. but the vastly increased traffic that 
undoubtedly will develop as the Fox Cities 
continue to grow and air travel continues 
to increase its popularity. 


The airport has generated controversy 


since its inception. That controversy has 
centered primarily around its location, sec- 
ondarily around its facilities. A great deal 
of disagreement still exists, both on the 
county board and among interested citizens, 
on these questions. 


We think it is time we began sorting out 


those factors in the airport situation about 
which practically everyone can agree, and 
those factors about which there can still be 
honest disagreement. The first thing about 
which, in our opinion, there should be no 
argument is the fact that the Fox Cities 
should have the biggest and best airport in 
Wisconsin north of Milwaukee. It is little 
short of disgraceful that the new Convair 
planes already are landing at Green Bay 
and Oshkosh — both smaller communities 
than the Fox Cities — while we are over- 
joyed at the prospect of receiving service 
with obsolescent DC-3's. The Fox Cities form 
the largest urban center in Wisconsin north 
of Milwaukee and furthermore are located 
at the center of the populous and indus- 
trial Fox river valley: they are growing at a 
faster rate than the other urban communi- 
ties in the area: they have a higher propor- 
tion of industry and thus have a greater 
need for the best air service available. All 
this means that our airport must not just 
be good, it must be the best. 


The second thing on which we think 


everyone can agree is that the airport 
must be planned not just for today, but 
for as far into the future as we can see. 
This means it must have room to expand 
to take care of whatever kind of planes 
might conceivably land here some day. Its 
location and facilities must fit into the 
future growth pattern of the Fox Cities 
community, as well as we can predict that 
growth pattern. This means that topnotch 
planning brains must be applied to the 
problems of where the airport should be 
located, and what kind of facilities it 
should have. 


And finally, we think it can be agreed 


that the primary responsibility for solving 
these problems rests with the Outagamie 
county board. In a way this is not an ideal 
set-up, for the airport's importance is not 
limited to the people of Outagamie county; 
it will, for instance, serve parts of Winne- 
bago and Calumet counties more intensive- 
ly than the outer reaches of Outagamie 
county. But because of the historical devel- 
opment of the airport it is. to use the ver- 
nacular, the county board's baby; it is too 
late to attempt any rearrangement of re- 
sponsibilities. Thus the people of the entire 
area — both those who live in Outagamie 
county and those who live in other counties 
— must depend on the progressiveness and 
foresight of the members of this board for 
a solution to their airport problem. 


The aspect of this problem that has 


caused the greatest controversy has been 
the airport's location. The thing that 
strikes us most forcibly about this question 
is that practically everyone is an expert on 
it — one group insists with great convic- 
tion that the airport must be moved, while 
another group with equal determination 
contends that it should stay where it is. 
It seems to us it is time that amateurs — 
editors included — vacate this field, and 
that someone who really knows something 
about such problems be .brought in. There 
are in this country a good many well-known 
consulting firms that have advised hun- 
dreds of communities on the question of 
airport location, basing their recommenda- 
tions on facts and' figures rather than on 
emotion. Certainly the time has come 
when we should seek really expert advice 
on this question. 


But let us not become so involved in the 


problem of location that we forget the 
urgent need to provide our airport — 
wherever it is located — with the most 
modern facilities available. This means we 
must build an attractive and functional 
terminal building with plenty of parking 
space and other facilities for the con- 
venience of the flying public: the airport 
must be served by good highways: it must 
have the latest and finest equipment relat- 
ing to the safe operation of aircraft in 
landings and takeoffs. We must remember 
that our airport always will be an advertise- 
ment for our communit}-; it must not be 
shoddy or inadequate in any respect. 


In his address to the annual meeting of 


the Appleton Chamber of Commerce, re- 
tiring president Walter L. Rugland said: 


Appleton. being strategically locat- 


ed in the center of a population area 
of upwards of 300.000 people residing 
within an 
hour's driving 
distance,

travel center exceeded only by Mil- 
waukee in importance in the state. 
Adequate air terminal facilities to ac- 
commodate non-stop service to cities 
such as Detroit. Cleveland. Minne- 
apolis and St. Paul, in addition to 
north-south sen-ice already contem- 
plated, will provide new incentives 
to keep Appleton a city second to none 
as a place in which to live and do 
business. 
Change "Appleton" to 'Tox Cities" and 


you have a statement of purpose and hope 
to which we think the vast majority of peo- 
ple in this area will subscribe. If we all 
go forward in that spirit the seemingly dif- 
ficult problems that have plagued us in 
relation to the airport will be solved with 
relative ease.
